8. (original) The aknusement device of claim 1, further 
comprising a plunger movably mounted in telescoping fashion on the 
base . 

9. (original) The amusement device of claim 8, wherein the 
plunger is resiliently biased to protrude outward beyond a first 
end of the base . 

10. (original) The ahiusemjent device of claim 9, further 
comprising a clip elidably Counted on the first end of the base. 

11. (original) The amusement device of claim 10, wherein the 
clip is movable between an ejxtended position covering a relatively 
larger portion of the plunger, and a retracted position covering a 
relatively smaller portion 6f the plunger. 

12. (original) The amusement device of claim 11, wherein the 
clip resiliently snaps into) and out of each said position. 

13. (original) The amusement device of claim 1, further 
comprising a lever pivotally mounted on the base. 

14. (original) The amUsement device of claim 13 , wherein the 
lever is resiliently biased ito remain in a retracted position with 
a perimeter defined by the base..
